She arrived in Prance in October 1949 
accompanied by her parents with a work contract provided by H. Raoul *WWJ, 
industrialist, at ©roey Is Riviere par Etaicpes (S SO). Her father, boro 1 March 
1899 at Stodolako (Poland) , an engineer, also had a work contract, but with 
Etabllaaemeot GUYOT, 38 avenue de la Porte d'Aubervilliere in Faria. Formerly 
residing with her parents at 89 rue Boileeu, Tamara HHXdUX has been living since 
29 October 1956 at 8 rue Ouy Moquet at Choisy-le-Boi (Seine). She has received 

a secondary education and still oalls herself a student. 

"Sines 1954 she has made numerous trips to England and Vast Germany under the 
various pretexts of tourism, studies or health. 

"The CRT became interested in bar in August 1959." 

4 . HRYCIUK first came to ASSQGMAA's attention in February i960, and hla

’’For aoaey ears th ere has existed in Paris a Ukrainian Student Community, led 
by Kile Tam a r a HRYCIUK, located at 13 rue de Taine, Paris 12ame. This group unites 
about 30 Ukrainian students at the Sorboone or other institutions in Paris. Mile 
HKYCIUK Is a very intelligent student, doing East European at the SoTtMssj 

p l a nnin g to taka a diploma at an interpreter's school in Geneva and hoping eventually 
to get a position with UNESCO. 

"Being convinced that useful contacts for our work could be found among these 
Ukrainian students, I mad e contact with the group on 21 February, participating 
in a student evening at 13 rue de Taine. On this occasion I met Mile EffiYCIUK 
personally and made an appointment with her for 29 February, when I hope to obtain 
further information of interest." 

In questioning AEDOGMAA further, the Writer learned that Olga RCMAWCZUK, 
Subject of C was the person who told him about the group and brought 

him to the meeting. The group, called "Pkral n ak a Studentaka Hromada" in Ukrainian, 
was founded about 1955 by Wasyl *MRDB ( ), himself suspected by both 

AECASSCfrJARY/28 ' and AEDOGHAA of being a Soviet agent. ( trace* C
